Hundreds of bachelors from all sur- 
rounding places within a radius of fifty 
miles were in attendance. 

Bachelor Girls also came in large 
numbers. Many marriages resulted from 
the second reunion, even the President 
of the Order falling a victim to the 
charms of a fair enchantress. He is 
now the proud father of three interest- 
ing children. 

The ranks became so depleted from 
this meeting that before another could 
be held, it became necessary to reor- 
ganize the society and elect new officers, 
excepting the Secretary, J. 8. Griffin, 
who remains faithful to the cause of 
bachelorhood.

CHANUTE, Kan., Aug. 12.—Dudley 
W. Chambers was drowned in an oil 
tank containing only six inches of off. 
It is believed ihe funfes first caused him 
to faint and fall. The accident hap- 
pened on the Burghart lease, five miles 
southeast of Chanute. Mr. Chambers 
was field manager for the Southwesterm 
Oil and Gas Co., which tis opef 
ating on the Burghart lease. He wert 
out to the property this morning. His 
horse was found hitched to the fences, 
It fs thought that the victim was 48- 
phyxiated by the gases afising from 
the oll. The top of the tank was broren 
in, showing that it had given away pe@- 
neath his weight. He had been unable 
to climb up the greasy sides of the 
tank, and it became his death cham- 
ber. There were only about six inches 
of ofl in the tank. Mr. Chambers had 
been living in Chanute for two years or 
more. He was proprietor of the Del- 
monico Hotel for a time, and after sell- 
out there worked as ticket agent far 
the Santa Fe Rallroad here. He had 
been working for the Southwestern

To send a fleet into European waters 
to take the risks of the long journey, possibly to

would be only less dangerous and costly than to 
attempt effective invasion by land. 

There is another consideration. Probably the 
actus] invasion of Russia by Japan would unite vod 
Russian people and dissipate most of the Czar’s' 
internal troubles. A war of defense would be far 
fiore- popular than the present war growing out of 
aggression. Nor would means be lacking to support 
it. No great nation ever lacked means for defense. 
The whole resources of the people would be at the 
command of the Government, And money would be 
borrowed, if not at fair rates, then at high rates. 
We did not flinch from high rates or credit-damag- 
ing devices during our Civil War. The end 
would probably be as disastrous to Japan as to 
Russia. 

There is no substantial advantage for either na- 
tion in the prolongation of the war. For the Czar, 
trembling on his wretched throne, there may be 
the hope of temporarily averting revolution. For the 
Russian people there would be a certainty of greater 
misery and oppression. For Japan\there would be. 
the chance of exhaustion and the loss of all the, 
power and prerti ve she has won. 

If there is sanjfy and wisdom in Russia and Japan 
peace will prevail? We believe it will prevail. 
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“Business is business” should give way for a while 

to “Live and let live.”

Suppoee it is true, as they have discovered at the 
University of Chicago, that there has been taint- 
ed money in use since the beginning of things? 
What follows then?

Suppose this is true? Suppose it is true that 
Bunker Hill monument stands in part for the profits 
on rum tainted with additional profits on the slave 
trade? Suppose the State House at Richmond, Va 
and the Capitol at Washington had at least 40 per 
cent of the stones in them laid by tainted money, 
derived from the profits of the slave labor brought 
from Africa in exchange for tainted rum? 

Suppose this is only a small part of what migit 
be said of what went on unchecked until it devel- 
oped into the Civil War and the reconstruction peii- 
od when we may suppose that we had taint enough 
accumulated in our money supply to infect a planet? 

What is the argument from it at the Chicago Uni 
versity when the question is of tainted money now 
and for the future? 

No matter what the Chicago argument, the fact 
of history is that the popular suffering accompany- 
ing such things has been almost, if not quite, past 
the belief of those who did not in some measure 


share it. 

There is a great deal, a very great deal, in Ameri- 
can history we cannot afford to allow to iepeat 
itself. And most of this -belongs to the history made 


by tainted money.

ARTIFICIAL COTTON FROM WOOD. 

Good results have been attained in the production 
of artificial cotton extracted from fir and fre d from 
bark and knots. The fibers are broken up by a spe- 
cial machine and then subjected to steam in a cop- 
per, lead-lined cylinder for several hours. After being 
boiled for a diy and a half in a solution of soda lye 
the material is washed, crushed more thoroughly, 
bleached and dried by means of rollers. ‘The cellulose 
thus obtaired is heated ard further manipulated to 
reduce the fiber, and then passed through a weak so'u- 
‘ion of carbonate of sod. and between drying rollers. 
Finally, to give necessiry firmness to the thread, it is 
put into a bath of diluted ammonia, and then washed 
with co'd water. Compared with the natural product 
it is difficult to distinguish the artificial, and it Is said 
the cost of production will permit its becoming a com- 
petitor of the former. 


PLENTY OF SILICON, 

Silicon, the most abundant metal in the world, but 
hitherto little known because of the difficulty of 
separating it from oxyg’n, has now been made obtain- 
able {In quantiti-s to meet any demand .by the electric 
furnace. It giv>s to steel valuable elec r'cal prop- 
erties, and is expected to assume importance in iron 
alloys. 


A SUBMARINE ELEVATOR. 
An Italian engineer, Signor Jelpo, has 
submarine elevator for raising wrecked vessels. 
invention was recently put to a practical test, with 
complete succ ss, in the Bay of Naples, wh re a store- 
laden barge, sunk a couple of years ago, and lying at 
a depth of about fifty feet, was brought to the surface 
with ease. The wefght lifted was about sixty tons. 
The apparatus consists of compressed air chambers 
of canvas and wire, each equal to a lifting capacity 
of 60 tons, and it is possible to attach as many of 
these as may be mecessary, after calcuiating the 
weight to be l'fted.

THE FIRST TURBINE BATTLESH'P. 

The turb'ne has bern tried with considerable success 
in steamships of various type, from torpedo boats to 
transatlantic liners, says Harper’s Weekly, and re- 
cently it has been announced that a new 18.000-ton 
battleship now building for the British Navy will have 
turbine machinery. This 4s of interest in that the new 
vessel will be conpleted before the end of next year, 
and will consequently be the first turbine battleship 
afloat. It is hoped that the same results In the way 
of econory and efficicncy will be obtained as in the 
case of the third-cluss cruiser Amethyst, recrntly test» 
ed for the British navy, and a somewhat simi'ar ar- 
rangement of high-power ard cruising turbines is con- 
templated for the new battleship. 

There are to be f ur sets of tu bines mount’d on fovr 
shafts and o;erating four propellers, each shaft be- 
ing supplied with ahead turbines for high and low 
pressures and also with astern turbines. The ba - 
tleship is to mount 10 12-inch guns, and will thus 
have unusually strong offensive power, while at the 
same time. notwithstanding its heavy armor, it will 
have a sreed of between 20% and 21 knots. An in- 
teresting feature is the use of Babcock and Wilcox 
water tube boilers, which will supply steam at a much

NEW INCANDESCENT LAMP FILAMENT. 

Zirconium is the material used in the production 
of a new filament for incandescent lamps by Prof.; 
Wedding. To obtain the filament he submits oxides «of 
zircontim and magnesium at a high temperature to 
the action of hydrogen. Pulverizing the resultant al-) 
loy and adding a cellulose solution, it is transformed 
into a plastic and homogeneous mass, from which the 
filaments are drawn, one pound of raw material yle d- 
ing upwards of 50,00 filaments. They present a metal- 
lic appearance when carbonized in an atmosphere, 
free from all traces of oxygen. Requiring a curr-nt 
of only 37 volts, three of the zirconium lamps can 
be placed in series across the usual 110-volt circuit, 
while for the 226-volt circuit another type using 4! 
volts is made, five lamps being placed in series. For 
high candle power lamps several filaments are p'aced 
in the same bulb and connected directly with the 110- 
volt circuit. ° 


A MIGHTY DREOGER. 

The most powerful dredger in the world, both In 
Bont | of size and output, has recently been added to 
the German Navy. So heavy has been the silting in 
the harbor and approaches of Wilhelmshaven the 
existing plant has long been unable to cope with the 
deposits, the great German liners being barred from 
the harbor in consequence. The new dredge, with 
upwards of 2000 hors power and capacity of 4500 to is, 
is proving capable of performing the enormous task 
presented, however, dredging 123,000 cubic feet of com- 
pact sand an hour and lifting light silt at the rate of 
176,000 cub'ec feet hourly. The vessel is thus capable of 
removing over 200,000,000 cuble feet in a year of 2” 
working days, the estimated cost being less than one- 
fifth of a cent per cubic foot, includ'ng interest and 
running expenses.

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CONCFETE PILES. 

Concrete piles of unusual construction have recent- 
ly been tested in New York, with reports highly 
favorable to the method of manufacture. In this pro-) 
cess a layer of concrete is spread on a wire fabric to: 
which longi'udinal rods are attached at intervals.) 
By means of a special machine cf simple construction 
this fabric is immediately rolled up and the pile laid 
aside to ha:den. Any desired number of vertical! rods 
may be laid on the fabric, which in the cross section 
of the pile has a spiral arrangement from the inside 
to the exterior of the Goncrete. If it is desired to 
use the water jet process in sinking the pile any cne 


of the rods may be a hollow tube. It is claimed by 
the inventor that by placing a cip containing a sand 


cushion on the concrete and utilizing a short length! 


of wood pile to receive the blow of the hammer th>se, 
piles may be driven with the same machines as used 
with wooden pil°s. The hammer, however, shou'd be 
heavier and have a shorter drop than for driving 
timbers.

BONESTEEL, 8. D. Aug. 12~Alarming 
reports are reaching here from all parts 
of the Rosebud Indian Reservation 
which indicate that the redskins are in 
@ bad temper, with their anger growing, 
and that an outbreak among them and a 
Serious attack upon the white settlers 
may come any time. 

The Indians fiave been angry ever 
since their lands were taken away from 
them, and now that their money is run- 
ning low, and now, too, that they are al- 
lowed to buy whisky unt!] their thirst 
for revenge knows no limit, they are 
becoming more and more unmanageable.

But Wife Died of Grief on Day 
Set for Execution and This 
Remarkable Victim cf Cir- 
cumstantial Evidence Has 
Just Looked for First Time 
Upon Child She Bore Few 
Hours Before Her Demise.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 12.—How it feels 
to stand upon the gallows with a rope 
around your neck, believing that in a 
few seconds your soul will be launched 
into eternity; what frightful sufferings 
of soul and body are undergone at such 
& crucial moment; the effects of the 
terrible reaction when there come a 
sudden and unexpected reprieve; what 
an agony it is to be tried, convicted 
and sentenced for murder; what it is 
to serve a lifetime sentence with all 
hope gone—wife, children, home all blot- 
ted out forever; how mortal man can 
Stand all these fearful ordeals and know 
in his soul that he is not guilty of the 
crime laid at his door, are vividly and 
thrillingly told in the story of his life 
as related by Charles Henry Frank- 
lin. 

Arrested, tried and convicted in Bibb 
County, Ga., for a murder he never com- 
mitted, Franklin stood on the scaffold 
with the noose around his neck; a 2- 
minute reprieve secured a commutation 
to @ life sentence and for more than a 
score of years he toiled in convict 
Stripes, only the deathbed confession 
of the true murderer securing a release 
from a life whose than death. 

Bowed with age and the effects of 
many years of arduous toil, the man 
who suffered for another's crime came 
out of the convict camp like a prisoner 
from the Bastile to find his wife dead, 
his only child, whom he had never seen, 
married and a mother, bereft of friends, 
and home, {ll and a pauper. 

Such terrible sufferings come to but 
few men in this world, and through 
them all—through the trial. where per- 
jury stified justice, through the solemn 
words of the judge, “‘to be hanged until 
you are dead,’ through the hopeless 
days in prison, the awful moments on 
the grim gallows, and through all the 
long, weary years of toil. there ever 
rang the heartrending cry: 

“I am innocent!’’ 


Remuneration From State. 


Franklin is in Atlanta awaiting the 
result of an effort which is being made 
to get the Legislature to remunerate 
him for the years he lost while working 
as a convict when he was an 
cent man. 

Franklin is 6 years old.

and cold chills run down my back. I 
dream sometimes of the awful moments 
and when I look back upon them they 
now seem like an age. Before the day 
set for my execution I was frightened. 
but when I at last made up my mind 
that the time had come, I grew per- 
fectiy calm. I do not believe people 
who hang have any real fear. I did 
not, and I felt a kind of curtosity about 
what 1 was going to see when I was 
dead. I even became impatient for the 
haneman to spring the trigger. 

“while walking up the steps of the 
ecaffold I reviewed my whole past life. 
1 thought of enough to fill a book in 
four or five seconds, I watched with 
the keenest interest the Sheriff while 
he got everything ready. I almost felt 
like helping him. 

“Rut the terrible time was to come. 
When my lawyer cried out that he had 
a reprieve, a fearful reaction came and 
I was awfully frightened. I could feel 
my heart beating against my ribs like 
a sledge hammer. My breath came with 
great difficulty.

NEBRASKA GROWS 
AS A FRUIT STATE 


Orchard Industry Promises to 
Become One of the State's 
Great Revenue Producers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN. Neb., Aug. 12.—In Nebras- 
ka there are 5,919,633 orchard trees. So 
declares the Bureau of Labor. A com- 
pilation of the various fruit trees in the 
different counties was made. 

Otoe County, with 183.569 apple trees, 
heads the Mst. while the next is Rich- 
ardson, with 162,393. The third is Lan- 
easter County, with 169,000, and the 
fourth is Cass, with 156,082, and Gage 
County is fifth, which reports a total of 
126,055. 

The premiership in peaches occasions 
some surprise, since it goes to Nuckolls 
County, with 101,015 trees, with Gage 
County a close second, claiming 100,- 
124. Webster County reports the third 
largest. number, 84,674, and Jefferson 
County reports 79,497. Nemaha County, 
the supposed garden spot for peach cul- 
ture, reports but 73,864 trees, while Oteo 
reports 63,451, and Johnson 62,346, al- 
though Hult, a comparatively new coun- 
ty. with a big area of sandhills, and 
newly-tilled prairie land, claims 66,599 
trees of the peach variety. Cass County 
has 74,150, according to the assessor's 
returns. The extension of horticulture 
westward is shown by the fact that

Gosper 9758, Furnas County 20,320 and 
Kearney County 33.440.

“He has 
spelis of melancholia very often when 
he speaks of his terrible experiencss.”’ 

The bill for the relief of Franklin is 
now pending in the Legislature. He has 
been told that as much as $50,000 might 
be given him, and he will remain in At- 
lanta until the Legislature adjourns.

I have received a communication 
signed “Irish-American,” in which I am 
asked to define the limit of the Irish 
claims. The question is not as easily 
answered as it may appear. 

At the present moment the national 
aspirations of Ireland seem to be cet 
tered in Legislative independence. The 
great majority of the Irish race at nore 
and abroad have adopted the policy of 
the Irish Parliamentary party, under the 
able and courageous leadership of John 
E. Redmond. The principal plank in the 
platform of the Irish party is Home 
Rule, and Mr. Redmond and his col- 
leagues believe that, with the establish- 
ment of a native Legislature in Ireland 
the Irish ‘“‘case’’ will be satisiactorily 
settled. There are others, however, who 
go much farther. 

There is a large and an influential ele- 
ment of the Irish people who are firm 
believcrs in the right of Ireland to cota- 
plete sovereign independence, — to the 
same measure of liberty that is possessed 
by America, Switzerland and England 
itself. 

This element ts known as the physical 


Ireland an independent republic. They 
say that, by the decree of Nature, Ire- 
land is a distinct nation, differing from 
her neighbors in racial characteristics, 
history, language and religion. 

The adyocates of this policy say that, 
if the successive armies of English

horses in the course of a few weeks. 

Walker Lake is 33 miles long. 5 miles 
wide, 380 feet deep in the deepest place 
and, having no outlet, it is alkaline and 
galt. No boats are permitted on Walk 
er Take, which is within the Walke: 
Indian reservation. 

Until last winter the wild horses on ° 
the Nevada deserts were shot or po!l- 
gsoned by the occasional herdsmen. Now. 
however, they are protected, the Legis- 
lature of Nevada having passed an act 
to this effect at its last session. The 
wild steeds are great rangers. They 
travel many miles in a day and pick 
clean the scant herblage—cons'sting 
mainiy of bunch grass and sage—mak- 
ing it Impossible to run chttle in the 
region even in seasons when the climate 
permits herding stock. ' 

As they are swift of foot it was often 
difficult to get a shot at them and a fa 
vored method to accomplish their de- 
Struction was to poison the ecattered 
Water holes they visit when far from 
Walker Lake. 

Now that the herds are protected bv 
law, they have grown very bo'd and 
come Aip the Carson valley wi'th'n sev- 
eral miles of Careon City. They are 
quite often seen along the Carson River 
and in the Walker Indian recervation 
where they are seldom troubled by. the 
lazy Indians. 

A favorite method of canturine the 
animals alive is to herd them cautionsly 
up a narrow canyon, with riders on the 
hills on each side of the canyon. At 
the head of the canyon tis a v-shaned 
stockade, terminating in a corral, t:-to 
which as many were driven as possibile. 

The wild horses are as readily broken 
to saddle as any Weeste'n broncho. Some 
of trem are of liarge sive, taller and 
Stockier bul't, in fact, much larger every 
Way than the average broncho 

Tt will doubtless be a great many 
years before these wild horses are ex- 
terminated or domesticated.

Just the actual amount of land 
which can be fited on in the three dis- 
tricts is problematical. Nobody se ms to 
know, because of the uncertainty as to 
the amount of swamp land contained 
therein, but estimates run from a few 
claims to large figures of acreage. Also

‘4 Doll’s House” belongs to the great 
evele’' of the modern life dramas for 
which Ibsen is known. In all these 
works the setting alone is Norwegian, 
but the lesson they convey is of worid- 
wide extension and application.

Ig there to be a tremendous upheaval! 
im the baseball world before the season 
closes and is the National Agreement 
that now exists between the major and 
minor leagues to be dissolved because 
of the irresponsible loquacity of one 
man? 

That question is dangerously pertinent 
to baseball politicians just now in view 
of the approach of Aug. 15. “On that 
date the National Association of Minor 
Leagues must answer the demands of 
the National Commission, towit, to pun- 
ish Howard C. Griffith and his alleged 
conspirators, Stallings of Buffalo, 
Tebeau of Louisville, Watkins of Min- 
neapolis and Bryce of C*lumbus; to 
Say that their statements, which are 
construed as efforts to disrupt organ- 
ized baseball, were without the autho:i- 
ty of the Minor League body—or suffer 
the dissolution of the National Agrie- 
ment. This penalty. of course, would 
mean the letting down of Minor League 
bars next fall and a wholesale raid by 
the Major lWeague clubs upon the 
players of the minors, without the pay- 
ment of a cent in return. 


Griffith Got Injunction. 


Some weeks ago when the Nationa! 
Commission convened in Cleveland for 
the purpose of trying Griffith, the talka- 
tive man whom Ban Johnson has said 
“must be relegated into obscurity,’’— 
that shrewd personage, McG: aw-like, se- 
cured a temporary injunction restraining 


the commission from acting in his case. 


Not to be balked by this the commis- 
sioners continued to secure evidence 
against Griffith and his associates and 
then put the whole business up to the, 
National Association of Minor Leagues, 
demanding an answer before Aug. 15. 
Neither side has shown its hand as 


yet and It would be hard to say howd 


the affair will end. The leaders have 
declared themselves most emphatically 
and it certain!y looks as if someone 
will have to “eat crow or fight.” 

Just now it is plainly evident that the 
minors are not in the least biluffed by 
the threats of the major organizations. 
They still have a grievance because of 
the way in which they were forced to 
swallow Ban Johnson's drafting rulés 
last winter. From the East and the 
West have come the defiant notes of 
the minors. Prosident Powers of <he 
National Association of Minor Leagues, 
has not used the Griffith case as a 
basis of his warlike statement, for he 
disiikes the Eastern League man 
prebably as much as Ban Johnson him- 
self, but the intends to secure greater 
coneessions regarding the drafting 
rules, He declares that something wiii 
happen if the minors are not shown 
more consideration at tha next nationai 
mecting. 

The position of the far Weat is indi- 
cated by’ the statement credited to 
President Wert of the Pacific Coast 
League, who has said that if Griffath 
is kicked out of organized baseball, ihc 
class A minor leagues, which indorsed 
the Jersey City man's utterances last 
spring, would stick by him. 

The whule tangle may result tn the 
minor league organization declaring 
that it Knows nothing about the actions 
of Griffith or any other . individuai. 
which, after all, is what the Nationa: 
Commission asks. : 

Or, two other more serious resu'ts 
may come of this apparent deadlock 
Hither the minors will stand together 
and fight the major leagues to the eua. 
or they will split up, one faction to ac- 
here to the national agreement, whiie 
the other will fight it out alone.

statement frequently made in these dis- 
patches that both sides are anxious for 
peace, 

It is not at all sure that peace will 
be the outcome of these negotiations, 
but the chances are still more in favo. 
of peace than of a continuance of the 
war than they were yesterday. 


The Russtans could have rejected the 
terms of Japan in such a manner that 
Japan would have been obliged to quit 
the conference and send word to Tok'o 
that Oyama should strike, Again, the 
Japanese might have issued an ultima- 
tum to Russia, saying that the terms 
proposed on Friday were absolute, that 
the only thing waiting for settlerment 
was the amount of the indemnity, and 
that must be very large. This would 
have left no course open to Russla than 
an abrupt break In the peace negotla- 
tions. 

Instead, the Japanese proposed that 
the terms shall be discussed point by 
point and the Russians agreed. Ther» 
is only one construction to put on this 
Japan and Russia want peace and are 
here to make it. 

This morning the wily Mr. Sato said, 
when asked what Japan's reply would 
be: “Japan is not here to dictate terms, 
but to make peace."” This morning M. 
Witte felt there would be a favvuravis 
outcome to the negotiations. The facts 
are that no stone will be left unturned. 
These men, M. Witte and Baron Rosen 
and Baron Komura and Minister Yaka- 
hirA. are very anxious to finish the 
dieastrous war that is now waging. 
They want peace and they intend to get 
it if it is possible. 


Chances All Favor Peace. 


Of course the negotiations may break. 
There may be no treaty. Peace is no’ 
certain unt!i! the treaty is signed, bu: 
the chances tonight, in view of M. 
Witte's statement that there is to be 
ample discussion of each point, are that 
the negotiations will come to an ami- 
cable end and that there will be no 
more bloodshed in the far East. 

Notwithstanding M. Witte’s frequent 
statement that he will not pay an in- 
demnity and will not cede territory, it 
is contidently expected that some way 
will be found to whip the devil around 
the stump and that an indemnity will 


be forthcoming. 

For example, the railroad from Har- 
bin to Port Arthur might be put in at 
a hundred or two hundred million of 
dollars. Other ways might be found to 
pay Japan money and save Russia the 
humiliation of putting down so many 
doilars in cash as an “indemnity.”’ 

It le the term rather-than the cash 
that sticks in the Russian craw. 

To those who have understood the 
situation, the critical period is now 
over. It has been apparent for some 
days that ff the Japanese and Russians 
got past the first line of breakers and 
entered into a discussion that some 
agreement might be reached. 

Russian diplomacy is intricate and 
fevious. M. Witte may be only nego- 
tating because he thinks that a serious 
attempt to make peace is due to the

The proposed tession by Russia of 
territory has been rejected almost unan- 
imously. ‘The question of reimburse- 
ment was the subject of.lengthy discus- 
sions and was rejected after an animated 
debate. The Czar took scarcely any 
part in the deliberations but walked up 
and down the room the greater part of 
the time. 

When the council concluded its ex- 
amination of the Japanese conditions 
and declared it to be preferable to con- 
tinue the war thun to accept them His 
Majesty thanked the assembly and said 
thut he expected no other decision from 
patriotic Russians. 

A long cablegram was dispatched to 
M. Witte by order of the Czar. 

The reply of Russia will be published 
tomorrow.

Patients Say It Is Fine. 


The main difference to -one who has 
had an opportunity to compare the two 
institutions, old and new, is the room 
in-the new. To come to the new hos- 
pital from the old is akin to leaving 4 
one-room tenement where one rubs el- 
bows with a thousand others, for a 
house on Lindell boulevard facing For- 

rk. 
th tee largest wards of the new Hos- 
pital, where the greatest number of 
medical and surgical cases are treated, 
the beds are arranged about the sides 
of the polygon, and all patients have 
elbow room. In the center éf the ward 
rises the ten-foot ventilating shaft that 
will supply pure alr, cooled in summer 
and heated in winter, drawing off the 
air that has been breathed as it is 
forced out by the incoming. current. 
Good ventilation ~ without drafts has 
been obtained, or will be as soon as the 
ventilating fans begin pumping through 
the filters, 

“Oh, this fine, good air,” is the gen- 
eral jubilation throughout. the entire 
hospital. Patients who_are convalesc- 
ing sit out on the upper balconies in 
the shade of the buildings, and look off 
over the city to places, where they. have 
lived or worked. They do not look hope- 
less, but seem imbued with a desire to 
get well which was markedly lacking in 
their former quarters. 


Worst Rooms Are Good. 


Even the worst housed of those in 
the new buildings are better off than 
the best in the old. In the basement of 
the new Hospital, near the room for the 
reception of patients, is Ward B10. It 
is a polygonal room 4 feét across. Here 
are the quarters of the paralytics and 
those afflicted with skin diseases. The 
ceiling is low, but there are ten or a 
dozen windows through which fresh air 
can blow and the patients all say they 
are happy in their new home. 

Their quarters were also in the base- 
ment at the old Hospital, but there is 
such a difference in the basements. At 
the old the windows opened upon courts 
into which the sun beat all day, heat- 
ing the bricks to radiate all night. They 
were on the kitchen floor and into their 
cramped quarters, with beds almost 
touching each other, came the odor of 
cabbage, fried meat, burnt grease and 
all the smells that can make city air 
noisome. 

Now they-are half a city block from 
the kitchens, though even if they were 
in the next room no odor could be per- 
ceived. All the smells of cooking go out 
through the ventilator pipes into the 
smokestack, to be discharged a hundred 
feet above ground. 


Plenty of Air and Light, 


Not only is there ventilation, but the 
polygonal] design of the main wards in- 
sures plenty of light. The buildings face 
the south and every bed is in a cheerfu! 
spot. There are no corners in the insti- 
tution to catch and hold germ laden 
dust, but even the floors meet the wal!s 
in a curve, which eliminates all crey- 
ices. The floors are of cement, except in 
the operating rooms, which are in white 
marble tiles, and the entire floor area 
could be flushed with a hose if need 
came. 

Attached to each of the large warés is 

a solarium, an octagonal sitting room 
where the sun can enter every window 
sometime during the day. Shades are 
provided and as the breeze strikes it 
from every side except the north, the 
patients who can sit there are making 
rapid strides toward recovery. They 
have comfortable chairs and peed think 
of nothing but getting well.. Betvreen 
the buildings, even with the second 
floor, is a passageway without covering 
on the third floor level. Here the pa- 
tients sit as the shadows creep east- 
ward in the early evening, laughing and 
joking their ailments away. 
In the top story of the most easterly 
building, known as “E,"’ are quartered 
the negroes, except those whose sick- 
ness is of an acute surgical nature. 
Physicians who have visited the hospital 
say these are the best quarters in the 
institution. 


Afraid of Thirteen Beds. 


Six of the patients asked to be dis- 
charged Saturday morning because 
there were 13 beds in cach room, They 
were the only dissatisfied ones in. the 
whole buliding. In the former City 
Hospital they were in a close room un- 
der the roof, hot both day and night in 
summer, and almost impossible to keep 
comfortable In winter. 

Even the insane patients who were 
formerly quartered in the Emergency 
Hospital at Fourteenth and O'Fallon 
streets, have benefited by the change 
Men and women no longer occupy ceils 
in the same ward, Welng in separate 
buildings. A woman attendant has sole

Hotel men who have visited the kitch- 
en of the hospital say that it is the fin- 
est in the United States, if not in the 
world. The huge ranges and bake ovens 
are on a scale to accommodate an army 
and are of the most modern type. Here 
ig prepared the food for patients, physi- 
clans and nurses and attendants. Prob- 
ably five hundred persons depend on 
this Kitchen for their meals, and wheth- 
er it is due to the thought of the new 
ranges Or a difference in the manner of 
preparing the food, patients and physi- 
clans alike say the food is much better 
than in the old hospital. 


Will Be Kept Clean. 


Cleanliness is of paramount import- 
ance in a hospital, and a request for a 
larger force of scrubwomen and laun- 


dresses will be made by Dr. John Young 
Brown, Superintendent, upon Healtn 
Commissioner Snodgras. Convalescent 
patients will still do what little they 
can to keep the wards clean, but there 
fs €nough bfass work about the plumb- 
ing alone to keep several polishers busy. 

In addition to the most completely 
equipped laundry in the city, the 
institution has a huge . sterilizer 
into which every article of cloth- 
ing coming in with patients’ will 
he treated with steam under 120 
pounds pressure. After such treatment 
the oldest-looking garment could be 
used for a surgical dressing without 
danger. It will be absolutely free from 
disease germs. 

Cases have been known where a pa- 
tlent’s clothing carried infection anid 
killed the wearers after they were dis- 
charged as cured. In this matter, the 
hand of the hospital! will follow the pa- 
tient after his discharge and his cloth- 
ing will be clean when he gves out of 
the institution. 

No patient or attendant need climb 
wearily up flights of stairs at the new 
hospital. Two elevators in buildings 
“B" and “C”’ run from basement to 
roof. They are operated by electricity 
and cannot cause accident through open 
gates, as the machinery will not move 
them while a gate is open. 


Convenient Dumb Waiters. 

Dumb waitets are used to send food 
from the kitchen to the various wards. 
The ~- food after cooking is placed in 
tightly-covered ‘metal boxes with hot a&- 
bestos sheets beneath. Thebe are then 
wheeled to the dumb waiters, placed on 
board, the door closed and a touch on 
the proper button sends them to the 
floor of the division. From the time it 
leaves the kitchen until served to the 
patient no foreign substances can reach 
the food. . 

All the elements of 
working together with the physicians 
at the new City Hospital. Alir, light, 
temperature, cleanliness, cheerful sur- 
roundings and good food are ready to 
do the rt in restoring héalth which is 
ordinarily attributed to Nature. They 
are the natyral éleménts in the cure of 
disease; .and, according to. modern au- 
thorities, nowhere in the world is there 
so good a chance for health as at the 
new St. Louis City Hospital, where 400 
of the city’s sick aré being treated.

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“BLINDNESS MENACES~ 
CHILDREN OF ENGLAND,” 
SAYS THIS EXPERT 


In Two Generations, Half Peo- 
ple Will Be Blind and Other 
Half Spectacled.

LONDON, Aug. 12.—‘*There is little 
use in trying to make marksmen if we 
ruin the eyes of the nation in child- 
hood.’”’ 

This statement was made at the Pub- 
lic Health Congress yesterday by Sir 
James Crichton-Browne during a dls- 
cussion of the alarming increase of eye 
troubles among school children. 

“In two gererations half the people 
will be blind and the other half wear- 
ing spectacles, unless something is done 
to check the injury to the eyes of the 
children,”’ he declared. 

The discussion was opened by Prof. H. 
R. Kenwood, M.D., who declared that 
on the important question of the care 
of their eyes the children were in com- 
plete ignorance. 

They worked under bad light that in- 
jured even good eyes, he declared, and 
were kept at work with eyes that badly 
needed expert attention. Hundreds of 
them were even made partially blind 
from want of more common sense and 
a little elementary knowledge of the 
matter. 

Dr. Allan Wilson said that his exper- 
lence had proved to him that electric 
light.did a large amount of serious harm 
to the eyes. 

A resolution was passed to the effect 
that medical officers of schools should 
be appointed, and it was decided that 
the matter should be brought before 
the education authorities.

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NAME FOR LONDON’S 
FOGGY ATMOSPHERE 


It Isa Combination of “Smoke” 
and “Fog,” Mists Compo-

The new word was coined at yester- 
day's meeting of the congress by Dr. 
H. A. Des Voeux of the Coal Smoke 
Abatement Soctlety. 

The kitchen fire, charged with being 
the cause. of ‘smog,’ was tried, found 
guilty, and sentenced to eternal banish- 
ment by two eminent authorities. 

Dr. Des Voeux even professed to be 
able to detect three distinct diurnal fogs 
~the breakfast, the luncheon, and the 
dinner fog. For vears the factory 
chimney has suffered for the misdeeds 
of the kitchen fire, he said. He ob- 
served that on Sunday, when the kitch- 
en fire was lighted later in the day, the 
early morning fog was an hour late. 

‘The time has nearly come when leg- 
islation should demand that all cooking 
should be done without smoke,” he 
said. 

As electricity was cheapened, he eaid, 
the electric fire would gradually take 
the place of the coal fire. As it was, 
the number of gas fires used for cook- 
ing had increased by 470,000. Smokeless 
cooking would remove no fewer than 
600.000 smoking chimneys 

Fogs caused by the kitchen fire cost 
$26,000,000 every year, said the Hon. Rollo 
Russell, and. in addition to this, the de- 
preciation of house values, the deterior- 
ation of health, and the depression of 
spirits were also attributable to the ef- 
fects of ‘smog.”

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ROJESTVENSKY’S FLEET | 
MIGHT HAVE ESCAPED IF 
IT HAD BEEN FASTER 


Full Reports of Battle Show 
Togo Lost Enemy Several 
Hours in Fog Bank.

TOKIO, Aug. 12.—Full official reports 
of the Battle of the Sea of Japan, which 
have been published in Tokio, show that 
a large portion of the Russian fleet 
might have been saved from destruction 
if the ships had had the speed to run 
away. 

Most of Admiral Rojestvensky’s fleet 
were slow, far slower than the vessels 
under Admiral Togo. The latter’s tac- 
tics may be summarized in two words 
—demoralization and destruction, 

He nearly failed to achieve the essen- 
tial annihilation, as a heavy fog gave 
the Russians an opportunity of-running 
away soon after the action opened. Ada- 
miral Togo concentrated all his fourteen 
armored ships—four battleships and 
eight armored cruisers—and — pressed 
diagonally against the van the 
enemy, adopting no elaborate formation, 
but single column line ahead, as he 
himself has explained. 

For two and a half hours this forma- 
tion Was maintained. The fight opened 
at & minutes past 2 in the afternoon, 
and at 3 minutes to 5 o'clock the J. 
anese lost the foe in a dense fog. 
this period only a few ships had 
vitally damaged, and if they had had 
reasonable speed they might have ¢€s- 
Four swift ships, the cruisers 
Aurora and Almaz, did 
manage to get away, and the rest of the 
fleet also eluded the Japanese for a 
time, but the latter, having much su- 
perior speed, were able to search and 
find the Russians. 

The moral is that a considerable por- 
tion of Admiral Rojestvensky'’s force 
have rot through to Viadlyv yetok 
in the fog if. the vessels had not been so 
slow. Fog banks offered 
more than one opportunity of escape, 
the Russian men-of-war could not 
avail themselves of the chances thus 
vouchsa fed.

Mob Fights With Soldiers for 
the Headless Bodies of 
Two Murderers.

PARIS, Aug. 12.—The guillotining of 
two murderers at Dunkirk this week 
was accompanied with details causing 
a great scandal. The condemned were 
two Flemishmen, who had killed, for 
her money, the wife of a _ well-to-do 
bargeman in the north of France. 

Long before the hour fixed for the 
men to meet their fate a howling mob 
held possession of the precincts where 
the prison is situated. The soldiery 
and police were. unable to contro] them. 
The complete demoralization of even the 
officials was shown by the fact that 
they came near granting a petition by 
the husband of the murdered woman 
that he be allowed on payment of $2000 
to let the knife drop on the necks of 
the doomed men. They promised him, 
instead, a place in the front rank of 
the privileged spectators, that his 
wife's assAssins. must be sure to see 
him as soon as they were taken to the 
guillotine. This promise was kept, "the 
old bargeman wearing a horrible grin 
of pleasure as the prisoners met face 
to face on the way to their death. The 
first man met his fate bravely. As #0on 
as his head dropped tin the basket a 
yeil of savage bloodthirstiness went up 
from the crowd,

Untortunately, Deibler, the execution- 
er, grew nervous and dropped the blade 
unsKlillfully, crushing the victim's head 
instead of cutting it off.

SEATTLE, WASH, Aug. 12. —J. 
Leroy, a negro, who has been  sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life uuder 
the cumulative law of this Staie, has 
made confession of the killing of Jen- 
nie Cramer in Stratford, Conn., in 1582. 

“Back in the State Penitentiary of 
Connecticut, at Weatherfield, there jis a 
man who, unless he has died in prison, 
is serving out a life sentence for a mur- 
der which he did not commit,’ said Le- 
roy.

“The real murderer was Tommy Gat- 
diner, whose name is well known to the 
police of nearly every city in America. 
He escaped and another man was con- 
victed of the murder on circumstantial! 
evidence. It was not until 1897 that he 
was sent to the State Prison, as a hard 
fight was made to prove his innovenc» 
on appeal. 

"The crime was planned and paid for 
by a man who is now living and pros- 
perous. He was an ex-convict who had 
settled down under a new personality,

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IN PRIZE FIGHT 


Harry Cohen of Cruiser Yankee 
Beaten by Coal Passer on 
Olympia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—A prize fight 
on the afternoon of July 6, on board the 
auxiliary cruiser Yankee, of the JU. sg. 
navy, off Monte Cristo, in San Domingo, 
resulted in the death of one of the com- 
batants, a New York marine, The facts 
came to light today at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 

The naval authorities at Washington 
had ordered the utmost secrecy regard- 
ing the affair. 

The fighters were Charles Johnston. a 
coal passer aboard the flagship Olym- 
pia of the South Atlantic squadron, and 
Harry Cohen of New York, one of the 
Yankee’s marines. The fight lasted nine 
rounds, and at its conclusien Cohen fel! 
to the floor and died two hours later. 
The ship's surgeons performed an au- 
topsy and declared that hemorrhage of 
the brain had caused death. 

The fight was the finale to.a series of 
preliminary bouts among the sallors of 
the Olympia and the Yankee. 

As an eye-witness told it, more than 
100 officers and men gathered at the 
ringside on the forward deck of the 
Yankee to watch the fight. Margulis of 
Queensbury rules governed the contest. 
A purse of $50 was put up for the win- 
ner. Johnston, who weighs 145 pounds, 
had the advantage over Cohen, Who 
weighed only 135, but Cohen was recog- 
nized as a vicious fighter, and he had 
the backing to a man of the Yankee 
boys. 

In the seventh round Cohen sent 
Johnston to the floor several times ana 
the Olympia boy was in a frenzy. He 
plunged at Cohen in the eighth round 
and knocked him to the ropes timc and 
again. When Cohen came up for 
ninth round he seemed dazed, Johnston 
swung one blow after another until his 
Yankee adversary fell. When Cohen dia 
not rally the ship surgeons resorted to 
heroic measures, but he did not regain 
consciousness.

Why do Londoners, for instance, keep 
up the silly idea that all the women 
who have not the good fortune to buy 
their clothes in London must be ijll- 
dressed dowdies, content to wear fash- 
jons that are three seasons old? In the 
great towns of Provincialdom there are 
firms every bit as up to date as tiicse 
in Regent street and Oxford street; in- 
deed, many of the West End shops 
actually have branch establishments in 
the country. 

But when the girl from the country 
arrives in London the London girl ob- 
serves with a little thrill of surprise 
that her skirt is emartly cut and well 
made, her coat of the latest [ashiun, 
while ner hat is a replica of those in 
the windows of Bond street. Later she 
makes the equally surprising discovery 
that the country cousin whom sae had 
regarded with mild scorn diluted With 
pity is an extremely wide-awuke yuung 
person, 

The country cousin, for her part, 
without any loss of time, gives her full, 
free and candid opinion of London and 
all it contains—and it is not a flattering 
one. London mud—that oozy matter 
composed of microbe-laden dust and the 
putridities of the gutter, which pol- 
lutes the skirts of women and bespat- 
ters the clothes of the men—first falls 
under the ban of her displeasure, and 
as she gathers up her skirts to cross 
the road with its grease, its slime and 
its slush, she sighs for the broad, clean 
streets of her native town.

er a dally experience. 

The city, in the country cousin's eyes, 
is a citadel of superannuated traditions, 
and nothing gives. her more genuine 
amusement than the Londoner's delight 
in the spectacle of a Lerd Mayor's 
show. She really does not know why 
London should like to see its Lord 
Mayor arrayed like a church beadle fol- 
lowed by a party Of apoplectic alder- 
men, decked out in stage trappings, and 
the rabble of the metropolis. 

She looks at the river and contrasts 
it with the Clyde and the Tyne. Even 
the streets which the Londoner shows 
off with pathetic ride fail to impress 
her. London's limitations, London’s 
lost possibilities appeal to her more than 
London's architectural magnificence. 

But what does amaze the provincial 
visitor who is used to the go-ahead 
Americanized towns of the north, where 
time is money, and is valued as such, 
is the enormous amount of time that 
Londoners have to waste. The city man 
keeps up a fiction that he lives in a 
perpetual whirl of work, and is ever 
hovering On the brink of a nervous 
breakdown, but should a friend from the 
country send up his card to the great 
man’s office, he is welcomed as a _— 
ant relief from the dally paper. unch 
is suggested after an hour or two have 
been whiled away in pleasant chat 
about the weather and the play—and so 
the hours pass.

PROF, DEXTER HEAD 
A NEW DEPARTMENT 


Becomes Director of the School 
of Education in University 
of Illinois. 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill, Aug. 12.—Dr. Ed- 
win Grant Dexter, recently elected di- 
rector of the new School of Education 
at the University of illinois, ts among 
the best-known educators in the coun- 
try. He was born at Calais, Me., July 
21, 1868. His father was the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Vaughn Dexter, a prominent 

Baptist clergyman in Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts. His mother, who is atill 
living, is Mary Edna Bordman Dexter. 

His boyhood days were spent in the 
town of Templeton, Mass. Later, he 
entered Worcester (Mass.) Academy, 
where he prepared for Brown Univer- 
sity. He graduated from this institu- 
tion in 1891, and remained for another 
year’s study, at the end of which he 
received, his Master's degree summa 
cum laude. ' 

The hext three years (1892-95) were 
passed as science master of the Colo- 
rado Springs High School. He was alsv 
director of the Colorado Summer Schoc! 
at this time. In 1895 he was appointed 
professor of psychology at the Colorado 
State Normal! School (Greeley), which 
position he held until 1900, with leave 
of absence for the year 1899-1900, during 
which he held a fellowship at Columbia 
University and was given the degree ol 
Doctor of Philosophy. Since coming t 
the University of Illinois in 1890, he 
has, besides holding the chair of edu. 
cation, been director and dean of the 
summer session of the university.

New Project Will Afford Outlet 
for Oil From Wells of Inde- 
pendent Producers Compet- 
ing With Standard.

MUSKOGEE, I. T., July 22.—A line of 
steamers will be operating between 
Muskogee, lAttle Rock, Memphis and 
New Orleans within 60 days. At a 
meeting recently held the Muskogee 
Arkansas River Navigation Co., capital- 
ized -at $25,000, was organized by the 
election of C. N. Haskell, president. 

Muskogee, with Fort Smith, Ark., and 
Tulsa, I. T., undertook some time ago 
to send a fleet of barges down to New 
Orleans. The latter towns refused to 
aid the movement and the project was 
dropped, and the organization of the 
navigation company was undertaken. 

The capital stock has al) been sub- 
scribed and paid in, while the steamer 
Mary D., which has made one trip up 
the Arkansas to Muskogee, has bwen 
purchased and will be put in commission 
immediately. Another boat, the City of 
Muskogee, and a fleet of 12 barges, are 
to be built in that city as soon as the 
material can be secured. Muskogee 
is the commercial and financial center 
of a rich and productive section of coun- 
try, but owing to the excessive railroad 
rates it has been impossible to get these 
products to the markets advantageously, 
and it is the purpose of the business 
men to establish commercial relations 
with Memphis and New Orleans. 

Memphis, which is only 435 miles dis- 
tant, is looked upon as the natural mar- 
ket for the products of that section. 
The business men of tifis city can easily 
control the trade by co-operating with 
the business men of Muskogee in their 
efforts to secure water rates. New Or- 
leans, of course, is regarded as the nat- 
ural port to foreign markets for cotton, 
oll and other products of that charac- 
ter, but it is too far away for perisha- 
ble products. While the project to es-

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Norwegians of North Dakota, 
4550 Strong, Send Petition 
to the President.

LAKOTA, N. D., Aug. 12.—Congress- 
man A. J. Gronna has forwarded 
President Roosevelt, Washington, the 
largest petition ever signed in North 
Dakota. It was a request on the part’ 
of those citizens of this State ‘‘of Nor- 
wegian birth and blood’’ for the recog- 
nition of the new Government of Nor- 
way. The work of obtaining the signa- 
tures was in the hands of three com- 
mittees, one from Fargo, one from 
Grand Forks, and another at Devils 
Lake. The petition had 4550 signatures 
and the signers represented every class 
of Norwegians living in North Dakota. 
The first signer was Judge of Probate 
L. K. Hasse] of Grand Forks. 

Before being forwarded to the Presi- 
dent the original petition was hand- 
somely bound in dark morocco leather, 
embossed with the words in gold let- 
tering: 

“To President Roosevelt, from the 
citizens of North Dakota. The wording 
of the petition was as follows: 


To Theodore Roosevelt, President of 
the United States: 


We, the citizens of the United States. 
of Norwegian birth and blood, heartily 
indorsing the action of the Norwegian 
storthing, as set forth in its unanimous 
adopted resolution of June 7, 196, as 
follows: 

“Whereas, His Majesty, the King, has 
declared himself unable to form a new 
government for the country. and 

“Whereas, the constitution thus be- 
comes inoperative, 

‘The storthing authorizes the mem- 
bers of the counc!!] of state who retired 
today to exercise until further notice as 
the Norwegian Government ‘the power 
appertaining to the King in accordance 
with Norway's constitution and exist-

HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 12.—Conditions 
in the Texas riee fields just now are 
better than for many years, according 
to the reports, and while this is true, 
the yield bids fair to prove considerably 
This 
is the outcome of two causes. In the 
first place the extremely low price of 
last year induced many to curtail their 
acreage and in the second place red rice 
had gotten a hold in the fields and in 
order to rid them of it the land was per- 
mitted to lie idle in great lots this year. 
By this means the red rice can be go 
ten rid of and fresh seed of the proper 
sort succeed it. 

A careful compilation of the acreage in 
rice for the present year shows a reduc- 
tion of, some say, as much as # per 
cent, while others think 25 per cent will 
cover the reduction. Of course, this is 
going to insure a much smaller crop 
than heretofore. 

Another encouraging feature of the sit- 
uation is that prices are about 30 to 40 

er cent better than last year, and the 
pellet among mill men, growers and 
brokers is that even better figures will 
prevai! before the season is over.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., 
though the recent action of the Kaw 
Valley Drainage Board relative to the 
widening of the Kaw River will delay 
the bond election about 30 days the peo- 
ple of Armourdale whose homes have 
been endangered in past years by the 
high water have a promise of the wid- 
ening of the river. The survey under 
contract from the mouth of the river 
to the Fifth street bridge has been be- 
gun by-Tuttle & Pike, the civil engin- 
eers commencing at the mouth of the 
stream and working toward the Fifth 
street bridge. 

A line will be established on the banks 
of the river which would make the 
river, if the banks weTe cut to that 
line, a uniform width of 800 feet. The 
engineers will also make investigations 
as to the ownership of the property on 
the river, as it may be necessary to 
condemn valuable land owned by cor- 
porations along the stream before the 
river can be made the proposed width. 

From the Fifth street bridge to the 
mouth of the Kaw, where the survey is 
being made, is'a distance of 17,000 feet. 
At the James street bridge, a point 
near the mouth, the river is but 473 feet 
wide, while at the Fifth street bridge 
the stream measures 807 feet. It can 
be readily seen that the problem of 
widening the river is an undertaking of 
some moment, and it will take years to 
complete the planned improvements 
The building of the two dikes planned, 
however, would serve as a great pro- 
tection in case of another flood. The en-

MOBILITY MADE POSSIBLE 
BY LIGHT EQUIPMENT 


Their Intrenching Schemes, 
Too, Move Our Observers to 
Wonder and Teach New Trick 
in Art of War. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The general 
staff of the army at present has more 
boards at work considering military 
questions of prime importance than at 
any time in its history. The success 
of the Japanese in the far East has 

caused the activity. 

Reports of how the Japanese achieved 
their successes are just now being re- 
celved by the general staff. Although 
the war has been in progress 18 months 
it {s only within a month that the 
American officers sent to observe the 
operations of the Japanese army have 
been able to send in reports that were 
of any value. 

Before they had gained decisive vic- 
tories over their enemies, Japanese 
commanders absolutely forbade the 
sending of reports that would be of any 
value. They permitted the observers 
to make reports on operations that did 

it differ in any way from the general 
'manner of making the operations. 

Now that the Japanese commanders 
have driven the Russians to suing for 
peace they are permitting the observers 
to forward dispatches that give infor- 
| mation that make officers on duty here 
open their eyes with wonder. 

Reports from all branches of the 
|Japanese army have been received by 
ithe general staff, except from the en- 
gineers. Maj. Kuhn {is still in the field 
ind unable to get through the reports 
that will be of worth to the American 
engincers. 


Observers Isolated. 

So carefully guarded are the observ- 
ers from foreign armies that it is al- 
most impossible to reach them. Maj. 
Kuhn a few days ago received the win- 
ter clothing which he needed last win- 
ter.

The second line occupied them 
and then moved forward. The third dug 
i'them still deeper and the fourth com- 
pleted them.

| crossarms as possible

The realty market the week ended 
was featureless. 

The sale of the holdings of the late

The property was appraised in accord- 
ance with recent established values and 
found a ready sale at the highest mar- 
ket prices. 

The exodus of realty men from ‘the 
city the last week was noticeable. It 
was the first time since the realty boom 
appeared that there has been a respite 
from active trading and many of the 
agents, who had deferred taking their 
vacations because of the press of busi- 
ness, embraced the opportunity to get 
out of the city. 

David P. Leahy, who has been in New 
York City for the last two weeks, re- 
turned to St. Louls yesterday. 

It is understood that Mr Leahy has 
made arrangements with a Gotham in- 
surance company for lending several 
millions of dollars in the local realty 
market. 

Mr. Leahy had been in correspondence 
in the matter with the insurance com- 
pany for several months, but not until 
he went to New York himself, present- 
ing in person the Immense possibilities 
and advantages of the World's Fair 
city as an investment center, were defi- 
nite arrangements concluded. 

“Many Gotham investors and real es- 
tate operators were captivated with 
the city during the World's Fair,’’ said 
Mr. Leahy. ‘The attention riveted at 
that time to St. Louis affairs has been 
productive in arousing their interest in 
the city as an investment center.”’

MARINES REPLACE SOLDIERS 


Orders Given for New Guard to 


American Legation at 
Pekin, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12. — Marines 
will be employed by the United States 
Government in protecting the American 
legation at Pekin instead of soldiers. 

This change will be made at the re- 
quest of Minister Rockhill, because it 
will be easier to change the guard more 
frequently.

The men will be taken 
from the marine corps in ‘the Philip- 
pines and will leave for Pekin about the 
middle of September or Oct. 1. They 
will be under the command of Capt. 
Harry Lee.

Government Yards and Private 
Contractors Engage in Con- 
struction Speed Contest.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Rapid progress 
is being made in the construction of the

COL. MOSBY 
OKLAHOMA 


Famous Old Confederate Says 
His Southern Friends Who 
Scorned Him When He Turn- 


ed Republican Have Forgiven 
Him, 


Special to th» Post-Dispatch. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Aug. 12.—Carrying 
an old-fashioned hickory cane, with a 
curved handle, such a cane as’°’could be 
purchased for twenty-five cents in any 
flint hill Missouri town, and walking as 
briskly and easily as if he were a man 
of 30, Col. John 8S. Mosby, whose re- 
nown as a commander of guerrillas in 
the Confederate army is known to evéry 
schoolboy, has come to Oklahoma to 
unearth graft in the Indian service. His 
particular mission as an &ssistant attor- 
ney in the Department of Justice is to 
investigate alleged frauds by guardians 
in the management of estates of Indian 
minors. Col. Mosby was in Ardmore 
and took an active part in the work of 
the Federal grand jury that indicted B. 
H. Colbert, United States Marshal; Gov. 
Johnstone, ex-Gov. Palmer Mosely, the 
members of the law firm of Mansfield, 
Cornish & McMurray, and other per- 
sons for offenses against the Federal 
Government and the Chickasaw Na- 
tion. 

Col. Mosby, from an ancestral stand- 
point, is a genuine Virginia. True to 
his Virginia instincts, he tells of Vir- 
ginia and things Virginian. He recalls 
vividly the stirring events which he 
helped to mold into the permanent his- 
tory of his land. He has strongly cut 
features, the jaw and nose of a fighter, 
and small, dark eyes, deenly set, that 
peer quizzingly and ask.questions with- 
out the use of words. Col. Mosby may 
have been a dandy in his younger days, 
but he is no longer fastidious in his 
dress. Hie does not use tobacco in any 
form. 

Probably the most remarkable act in 
Col. Mosby's life was when he left the 
Confederacy and joined the Republican 
party. The scorn and contempt shown 
by his fellow Virginians when he broke 
Southern traditions became practically 
a social and political tragedy for Col. 
Mosby. He was a flourishing lawyer in

Warrenton, Va., when he changed. Life- 
long friends turned thelr backs upon 
him and denounced him as a traitor to 
his people and his family. To speak 
of Mosby in Virginia was to execrate 
him. Col. Mosby talked about this un- 
happy experience. Tapping his cane on 
the floor, he said: “My old friends now 
are ashamed of what they did and said. 
They agree with me that It would have 
been better had all of us in the South 
begun early to heal the scars left by 
the strife that devastated our land.” 

President Hayes appointed Col. Mosby 
American Consul in Hongkong, where 
he remained seven years. He was of- 
fered a place by President Grant, who 
declared that he owed the electoral vote 
of Virginia to Mosby. Mosby, how- 
ever, did not accept. Mosby afterward 
was for 16 years an assistant attorney 
of the Southern Pacific Rallroad Co. 
in San Francisco,, President McKinley 
remembered Mosby and gave him a 
place as special agent in the General 
Iand Office. President Roosevelt 
transferred him to the Department 
of Justice. 

When Col. Mosby reached Hongkong 
he found Dr. John Lochwood of Vir- 
ginia. Lochwood had left the United 
States«in 1861. He was intensely bitter 
against the Federal Government. Mosby 
was the first Confederate that Loch- 
wood had seen. Lochwood did not 
know that the war actually was at an 
end until he saw Mosby and learned 
that he had come as an official of the 
Federal Government. 

Gen. Grant was then on his trip 
around the world and when he reached 
Hongkong, Col. Mosby, as the official 
representative of the Untted States, 
boarded the steamer to welcome Presi- 
dent Grant and his party. He was ac- 
companied by Lochwood. Mosby was a 
close friend of the Grants, and after ex- 
changing formal courtesies he intro- 
duced Dr. Lochwood, with the remark: 
“Gen. Grant, I present to you the last 
fugitive Confederate, and ask that you 
give him his parole."” Mrs. Grant inter- 
ceded smilingly and said: “Gen. Grant, 
I bespeak the most liberal terms for Dr. 
Lochwood."" Lochwood was somewhat 
abashed, but recovered his composure 
and said: “I would surrender to no 
other man in the world, but I am will- 
ing to surrender to the man to whom 
Gen. Lee surrendered."’ 

President Grant tol@d Lochwood that 
he freely gave him his parole and 
hoped that he would return soon to his 
native land and help restore it to pros- 
perity and happiness. Dr. Lochw 
grew to be an ardent admirer of Presi- 
dent Grant.

All the officials 
are honest and not only that, they are 
economical. The highest official sul- 
ary is $0 a year, and Flora bas 2000 
| people. 

Theso happy conditions make Flora a 
contented town and a lucky one. Vir- 
tues much preached, but little practiced, 
are the common standard of officlals. 
While other cities are dizzy with ex- 
citement over the rotten administration 
of funds, the men of Flora are serenely 
passing up worry. 

Flora has probably the most economi- 
cal government in the country for a 
town of 2000 people. Of the zeneral 
executive officers the one with the tip- 
top salary is Robert Toole, Town Clerk 
and editor of the Enterprise-Seuntipel. 
His pay is $50 a year.

Total Commercial Value of 
Properties in U. §. Shown 
By Census Report. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
of a census bulletin of prime importance 
in the fight for rate regulation legisla- 
tion was issued today. 

It shows in parallel columns the com- 
mereial and taxable values of the rail- 
roads of the country. The facts gath- 
ered will be of the greatest service 
imaginable if the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is given power to regulate 
rates. 

Taken in connection with the figures 
the commission has as to earnings of 
the railroads and cost of operation, they 
will enable that body to better judge 
of the reasonableness or unreasonable- 
ness of a given rate. 

‘The commercial valuation of all the 
railroads in the United States, exclus- 
ive of the few little lines in the insular 
possessions, show the stupendous total 
of $11,244,852,000. 

The taxable value of ten-elevenths is 
$2,986,895.910. In six states and three 
other divisions no return of taxation is 
made. In those nine divisions of the 
country, the commercial value is $1,508,- 
026,000. 

The ratio beiween conimercial and as- 
pessed valuation makes a curious study 

account of its wide range. 
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tagonism of the popular kind, toward 
railroads, shows a taxation value 14.4 
per cent higher than the commercial 
value. 

Kansas, the home of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, assesses railroad property at 
enly 169 per cent of its commercial 
value. 

Wyoming is the greatest curiosity of 
them all. The commercial value of her 
railroads amounts to $100,307,000. The As- 
sessor’s books show them to be worth 
only $2,489,232, or 7 per Cent. 

While Connecticut went above par in 
assessing the railroads, New York went 
away below. Her assessment amounts 
to only 29.6. 

‘he commercial valuation of New 
York's roads is placed at  $898,220,000, 
while on the Assessor's books they 
stand at $229,082,000 New Hampshire, 
with a valuation of $79,786,000 for selling 
durposes, has a taxation value of only 
53.3 per cent. 

All the other Eastern states have tax- 
ation valuations exceeding 40 per cent 
of the commercial value. 
The statement is te be 
bulletin when it is issu in 
form. that the value of the railroad« 
was not ascertained for the purpose of 
discovering the proper purchase price of 
them, nor as a basis for taxing these 
roperties, but merely as one step in 
etermining for the census the total] 
value of property in the United States. 
That assertion is to be made in the 
bulletin for the purpose of allaying a 
degree of distrust that has developed 
among railroad managers as to the pur- 
pose of gathering the statistics which 
arm to be submitted.

DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 12.—It ts eg- 
timated that the corn crop of Iowa 
will yield at least 20 per cent more 
this year than did the crop of 1904. 
Last year slightly more than 9,000,000 
acres yielded nearly 324,000,000 bushels, 
or 36 bushels to the acre. Grain men 
have contended that this acreage and 
yield, which are the figures of the State 
crop service, were estimated too high, 
and will not now stand fora prediction 
of 2% per cent addition thereto. But 
they think that the crop will yield 
easily in excess of 350,000,000 bushels 
this year. 

The extreme southern section of the 
State had too much molsture and the 
corn there is not above last year’s av- 
erage. The north, central third also is 
low land. The remainder of the State 
reports the best prospect since 1895. 

Using last year’s crop as the stand- 
ard at 100 per cent, sample estimates 
on the crop in different sections of the 
State this year as reported to the grain 
men's state association are as follows: 

Hardin Couuty, 110 per cent; Cerro 
Gordo, 125; Dallas, 125; 15 Stations of 
an elevator company northwest from 
Des Moines, 10: Sac County, 120.

Such 
stocks as Delaware & Lackawanna, D 1- 
aware & Hudson, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, Northern Pacific and 
others have risen in a manner highly 
sensational, reaehing prices never be- 
fore touched by securities on the New 
York Stock Exchange, with the excep- 
tion of Northern Pacific, which in the 
corner of 1901 sold at $1000 "per share. 
Delaware & Lackawanna alohe during 
the week gained nearly $30 per share, 
selling at the enormous figure of $468. 

rom these sensational advances in 
collateral of this description only one 
conclusion can be drawn and that is 
that the higher grade railroad stocks 
are rapidly disappearing into the strong 
boxes of the most powerful financial in- 
terests of the country, who must in- 
deed be extremely confident of the fu- 
ture outlook in the business and rail- 
road world and feel assured that gllt- 
edged railroad securities will eventual- 
ly sell on a basis where the purchas- 
er must be content with a very small 
return on his investment. 

Certain it is that these advances are 
based on intrinsic worth and expecta- 
tions of unparalleled prosperity, for the 
general public do not invest or specu- 
late in this class of securities and value 
is the only incentive to entice the bank- 
ing interests to look on such collateral 
favorably. 

If, therefore, conditions are such—as 
is indicated by this buying in the high- 
priced issues—that in the near future 
“a smaller rate of return on investments 
the country over is to prevail, then 
stocks of cheaper value are not abnor- 
mally high. as is generally believed, 
and the investment demand of the 
country having no other outlet must 
eventually find its way Into the stock 
market on an extensive scale, and the 
indications are that this time is fast ap- 
proaching. 

The publication of the- Government 
crop report during the week war also a 
feature of the greatest importarce, as 
the yield indicated in the important 
cereals of the country is almost if not 
a record-breaking one. The condition 
in corn of .89, indicating a crop of over 
2 595,000,000, will assure to the rallroads 
of the corn section an unparalleled traf- 
flc movement this fall, while the wheat 
figures indicating a yield of approxi- 
mately 700,000,000 bushels, will give the 
carriers of this’ grain all the traffic 
they can handle. The decline in the 
eotton market is taken to indicate that 
reports of crop damage in the Scuth 
have been grossly exaggerated, aid all 
in all the general crop outlook is the 
most favorable ever noted. 

Wall street has remained optimistic 
throughout the week over the outcome 
of the peace conference, and as Wall 
street interests usually discount before- 
hand coming favorable: or unfavorable 
developments—excepting when the spec- 
ulative public is heavily long of stocks— 
the natural inference is that the foreign 
war situation will ultimately be amic- 
ably adjusted. This in itself will re- 
move one of the greatest menaces to 
higher prices and should have a highly 
favorable sentimental influence with the 
financial centers of the world. 

Money market conditions remain un- 
changed, interest rates at all monev 
centers remaining at an abnormully 
low level. Fears of tight money rates 
in the near future are expressed in 
some well-posted quarters, but banking 
interests are loud in their assurances 
that easy money is to continue, and 
the investment demand  beforemen- 
tioned in the _ high-priced = securities 
which yield the smallest return is a 
strong indication that the latter sup- 
position is the correct one. 

On the local Exchange during the 
past week the volume of sales has been 
heavier than in many months past, 
and throughout the trading more of a 
speculative interest was apparent than 
has been noticeable In. over a year. Sen- 
sational advances were scored in some 
of the high-priced bank and trust is- 
suex, although the gains in many cases 
were not entirely held.

EXPORT PRICE IS 


CERTAIN FOR WHEAT 
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Domestic Crop Far Exceeds 
Demands, Whil e European 
Crops Are Very Short. 
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Government's August Figures 
Leave No Doubt as to Ag- 
ricultural Prosperity. 


Wheat holds its own well in the cash 
markets, but the speculative options 
have suffered heavily in the face vf 
prospects for a yield of 694,400,000 of win- 
ter and spring wheat. Of this amount 
270,000,000 is tne unofficial estimate of 
the spring wheat crop, based on the 
Government monthly report tigures for 
Aug. 1. The condition of the crop ws 
given as 89.2, against 91 July 1 and 93.7 
Aug. 1, 19%. ‘The winter wheui esti- 
mate is the Government's, based on 
threshing returns, indicating a yield vf 
14.3 per acre and a crop of 424,400,000 
bu. Last year’s combined crop was 


wo2, 000,000 bu. 

Friday No. 2 red wheat sold in St. 
Louis at 854c to 86éc and was in snarp 
demand. In Chicago wheat of the same 
gtade sold that day at Sé4c to Stee and 
in Kansas City at \ixc. Hard wheat 
had that day iosi .J... of 8 premium 
and was selling in the jocal market tor 
suige to SBigc, the lower price belug for 
the yellow variety and the higher fig- 
ure for the Turkey.

Km- 
phasis is added to the weight of this 
testimony when the handicap of cleva- 
tor allowances in other shipping points 
and the arbitrary and  swit:ning 
charges of the local terminals are con- 
sidered. In the ordinary run of events 
wheat should be about 3c higher in 
Chicago. 

The cash grain men say wheat will 
hold its value above the option prices 
as long as the milling demand, which 
has already surprised them, kceps up. 
So far most of the wheat sold here bas 
gone into consumption. In all primary 
markets for the week ending Aug 5 the 
receipts were 6,837,000-bu. During the 
same week the amount in siore in- 
creased but 391,000 bushels, acourding 
to the visible supply figures. This 
shows that but little of the wheat is 
being held for future use and indicates 
how nearly the millers were out of 
wheat. Last year the weekly receipts 
were 5,230,000 bu and the visible supply 
showed a decrease of 580,000,000. ‘The 
receipts last year being 1,607,000 bu Jess 
and the amount in store at the end 
of the week being 971,000 less. The com- 
parison is unfair, however, as wils 
year’s figures show results of the fourth 
week of receipts from the new crop, 
while those of last year are based on 
the second week of arrival. vf now 
wheat, or before the millers had been 
free purchasers of new wheat.

Inquired Also Whether They 
Might Substitute Whisky 
for the Agave Intoxicant and 
Whether the Law Said Any- 
thing Against Drums. 


Bpecin' to the Post-Dispatch. 
GUTHRIE, O. T., Aug. 12.—Undecided 


as to whether the law placed any re- 
striction upon the use of the mescal 
bean in their religious services, three 
members of the Otoe tribe of Ind@ians 
called upon Gov. Ferguson to obtain 
definite information on the subject. 
Their visit 
est and some amusement to Gov. Fergu- 
son, who advised them that the Legis- 
lature had enacted a law forbidding 
the use of the mescal bean in any 
form. They assured the Governor that 
the Otoe had no intention of violating 


whe a source of much inter- | 


the law; that he desired to be a good 
citizen: to first know the law and 
abide by it. 

The three stalwart representatives of 
the Otoes who called upon the Governor 
were Chief Headman, Interpreter Coon- 
#kin and John Cleghorn. Chief Head- 
Man was the dignified spokesman ot 
the party, while his conversation was 
made intelligent ‘to Gov. Ferguson 
through Interpreter Coonskin. 

The three were, by Secretary 
ushered into the presence of Gov. Fe1!- 
Guson and the interpreter stated brief- 
ly the object of their visit, informing 
the Governor that Chief Headman de- 
sired to address him on the subject. At 
a eignal from the interpreter the: Chief 
advanced toward the Governor, anid, 
before speaking a word, extended his 
hand. After the handshuke he remalood 
Standing, beginning at once to cpeak 
earnestiy upon the subject which was 
uppermost in his mind. When ae had 
finished he again shook hands with the 
Governor before resuming his seat. 

The Chief informed Gov. Fergu- 
gon that he had received advice to the 
effect that a party of Sac and Fox In- 
dians were soon to come before the 
Governor and file charges against the 
Otoes, alleging that they were using 
the mescal bean. 

From the conversation it was evident 
to Gov. Ferguson that the chief was 
anxious to forestall the Sacs anid 
Foxes by explaining the situation ve- 
fore the charges could be filed. Hic as- 
sured the Governor that while some of 
the tribe favored the use of the mescal 
bean, the head men of the tribe did 
not countenance its use, and that there 
were only a very few, if any, who used 
it. 

The mescal bean is a product of Mex- 
foo. It has the properties of an opiate, 
or, rather, an intoxicant, and was for- 
merrily used largely by the Indians in 
their religious worship. The speaker ex- 
plained to the Governor that the user 
of the bean had wonderful visions and

O. NELSON, St. Louis’ 
millionaire philanthro- 
pist and humanitarian, 
has recently made one 
of the most remarkable 
personal sociological 

studies ever undertaken in a big city. Mr. 
Nelson has traced ‘‘the squalor line’’ from 
rim to rim of St. Louis, and has made a 
**noverty map’’ of the city, which indicates 
the location of every home of poverty in 
this big community. 

To enter into a comprehensive under- 
standing of what his map means, Mr. Nelson 
went and lived in some of the poorer quar- 
ters of the city. Inquiry in neighborhoods 
where he lived during this period shows 

‘that at different times he lived north of 

Morgan and east of Eleventh street. Once 

he had a rear room on the ground floor at 

$1.50 a week. The furniture consisted of a 

large walnut bed, a dresser, washstand, ta- 

ble, lamp and stove. The ceiling was high 
and there was a clothes closet. Just outside 
his window was a rubbish heap. The house 
was three story, with two full rooms, a half 
room and a small L room. The large rooms 
had a family of two to four persons in each. 

Some cooked with gasoline, some with coal. 

Water was drawn for the first floor from a 

hydrant in the yard, for the upper floors 

from a faucet on the rear landing of the 
second floor. There was no plumbing in the 
house, nor gas. 

_ The rear part of the lot was occupied by 

| &@ twe-story box brick with colored tenants. 

} They all got coal and kindling from a little 
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stock kept by a colored woman. The price 
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of coal was 10 cents for a_25-pound basket, 
or three baskets for 25 cents, equal to 26 
cents a bushel, or $6.50 a ton. Kindling was 
o cents a bundle. 
and kept by a good old lady, living in the 
front room, who rented the whole house and 
sublet. It was not scrupulously clean, the 
paint was cracked from old age, the carpet 
was well worn. 


At another time Mr. Nelson had a rear 
room up two flights. It overlooked a yard 
filled with one-story rookeries and out- 
houses and the usual double-ender on the 
alley. His bed had clean linen, there was a 
small table, chair, lamp and washbowl. Two 
young Hungarians occupied another bed— 
one a waiter, the other a hat maker. They 
had some good talks together about wages 
and work and living and army service and 
education in ‘‘the old country.’’ The price 
was $1.75 a week, including fire. There was 
no plumbing or gas in the house. 


At $2.50 a week Mr. Nelson had a large, 
well-furnished room on Ninth street. The 
two-story and attic front building was ocecu- 
pied by Italians, the rear building by Rou- 
manians. Between them was the hydrant 
and outhouse. The monthly rent was from 
$3 to $5 per room. He took breakfasts and 
suppers at cheap but quite decent restau- 
rants on Morgan street or Franklin avenue.

A small part of 
the capital invested in speculative undertakings 
away from the city would be a safer investment if 
put into good, new tenement houses. 

A majority of the children of these localities have 
never been to a park. Many of them have never been 
on a street car. They know nothing of singing birds 
or fragrant flowers or waving trees. Their play- 
ground is the muddy street.

On El Paso and San Antonio streets—the principal 
ones of the town—the rattle of chips and silver, 
the whirr of the roulette wheel and the varied 
calls of game keepers never ceased day or night 
for years. At night, of course, the play was strony 
est, and then that section was ever a place of 
glamor and glitter—the streets filled with waiting 
carriages, the walks and gambling houses crowded 
with players and lookers-on. 

Every saloon had its array of gambling devices— 
faro layout, craps table and poker tables predomi- 
nating. You walked in at the saloon door and there 
was your chance to gamble. There was no hiding 
in hotels and clubs and upstairs rooms; it was as 
open as a licensed bar. Nor were the two principal 
streets of El Paso the only ones where gambling 
was carried on; it prevailed al] over the town, and 
grew to a mania with many of the people. 

Finally, from a picturesque characteristic to be 
shown sightseers, it became first undesirable and 
finally downright objectionable. Tales of the opera- 
tions of “sure-thing men” became more numerous, 
then came stories of robberies and holdups in the 
gambling resorts in the outlying districts. The 
police, it was charged, “stood in” with these toughs 
and protected them. 

Last February the good people of E] Paso ceased

HATEVER rich rewards of money and ad-

“Indeed,” that popular prima donna said, not long 
ago, “it is a disease, and you cannot think of it in 
any other way, and it grows on mé, and on most of 
us, every year. Sometimes the thought of singing at 
night is such a torture to me that I feel no reward 
in money or fame can compensate me for the dread- 
ful times I have before almost every performance. 
As a rule, I suffer horribly, and it will be that that 
will decide me to rétire from the stage.” 

Mme. Sembrich has consulted the leading physi- 
cians of Europe and tried all kinds of so-called cures, 
from cold water to hypnotism, but all to no pur- 
pose. Indeed, she has found her only relief in long 
walks; and as she cannot take them on days when 
she sings, her only possible fate, she says, is to sit 
and feel herself growing more and more nervous as 
the day goes on. And Mme. Calve suffered so much 
some time ayo that she was compelled to refuse all 
invitations, on the days on which she sang, that re- 
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to further regard forbearance as a virtue and they 
made known to the police and municipal authorities 
in no uncertain manner their desire that gambling 
should stop. And stop it did. The gamblers were 
told to either reform or leave town and their furni- 
ture and paraphernalia were made bonfires of in 
the streets on which they had so long operated. 
So pronounced was the sentiment against gambling 
that in April, when the city elections were held in 
ll Paso, each of the three candidates for mayor 
attempted to get on an anti-gambling platform, and 
no matter which of them was elected it meant the 
same to the gamblers.

Tucson, Ariz., where gambling has always been open 
—and wide open, too—where thousands of dollars 
have changed hands at a single turn of a card when 
the big gold and copper and cattle barons of both 
sides of the border met there—no more can you 
gamble in Tucson. 

Phoenix, too, the capital of that most Southwest- 
ern territory, saw a glimmer of the light last spring, 
and most bitter was the fight between the gambling 
and anti-gambling elements. The gamblers won in 
this instance, but their opponents say the victory 
is only temporary, and that at the next city elec- 
tion the battle will be fought over again. And, 


quired her to be seated more than a few minutes. 

What is the cause of this abnormal and morbid 
nervousness in great singers?

He has never been re- 

prieved. No commutation of his sentence 

has been made. The law 23 years ago had 
thrown him to the gallows. 

Not since Latude, long-haired and hol- 
low-eyed, was accidentally found in the 
Bastile where he had been forgotten for 33 
years, has such an extraordinary case as 
that of Gales been discovered. Even La- 
tude is made to look commonplace by this 
strange Illinois prisoner, for the former did 
not hesitate to attempt escape and he 
wrote long screeds in his own blood, while 
Gales feared to speak lest he call attention 
to himself. 

Officially dead, John Gales still lives. 
He comes trembling to the bar of justice 
like a Spirit from the Grave. He has suf- 
fered perhaps the greatest torment which 
any man can suffer and now, added to his 
grief, comes the knowledge that the beauti- 
ful woman who was the cause of his mis- 
fortunes had died of a broken heart, think- 
ing perhaps that she would meet his spirit 


in the world beyond.

‘ A that has been agitating John Gales, a 
convict in the Lilinois State Penitentiary 
for 23 years. He pondered over it while he labored 
with other convicts throughout the day; he debated 
it in his mind at night. “If I am not dead,” he said 
to his sister, who, herself, had doubted for 23 years 
whether or not her brother had been hanged, “why 
is it I am living? What great hidden hand of des- 
tiny has spared me from the grave? What modern 
miracle, stranger than any of Biblical lore, permits 
me still to live?” 

Thus spoke John Gales to his sister, Catherine 
Gales, who has just found her brother well and alive 
after doubting as to whether he had been hung 23 
years ago for killing a rival in love.

The Extraordinary Case of John Gales, Who Was Apparently Forgotten in 
Joliet Penitentiary--Afraid {to Call Attention lo Himscli—Even His 
Relalives Did Not Know He Was Alive—Never Reprieved, He Was Or- 
dered to Be Hanged on a Certain Date and Is Officially “Dead”---An Un- 
paralleled Legal Mystery as to How He Escaped Execution---How a 
Beautiful Woman Was the Cause of the Trouble.

“Her hair was as black as the pluties of night.” 

“The merry crowd had assembled and pretty faces 
and forms were there, but all were hurled into ob- 
scurity when entered Velma in all the luxury of her 
floating cefulness.” 

“Velma’s hair was black and her eyes were blue. 
Her raiment was ever clean as a flower.” 

From such sentiments inscribed in a convict’s cell 
one can readily depict the blue-eyed, dark-haired 
Velma Naden, the beauty that is yet remembered by 
most of the men of Woodstock, Ill. Because of her 
beauty, for she had ne other fault, they say, one of 
her suitors was murdered, another sentenced to 
hang, scores of hearts were broken, Velma herself 
died of grief, and around the tragedy of which she 
was the central figure has been woven a prison mys- 
tery deeper than has been known since the days of 
“The Man in the Iron Mask.” 

So long ago it was when Gales, then but 23 years 
of age, killed John Hessell, slightly older than he, 
that those who were children then in Woodstock are 
now grown men and women. Out of all the suitors 
for the hand of Velma Naden, the pretty Woodstock 
girl, chose Gales, for he then was young, of fiery 
spirit, gallant, handsome, possessed of all the quali- 
ties to give him advantage in the great contest of 
hearts. So Gales and Velma were engaged to bu 
married. 

The wedding was but six months away. One day, 
while walking along a lane across his father’s farm 
Hessell chanced to be approaching from an opposite 
direction. It was an unfortunate coincidence, for a 
feeling of bitterness had arisen between 
The path Was narrow and one must turn aside for 
the other to pass. Both were high-spirited and ob- 
stinate.

Of the remorse, the regrets, the bleeding of hearts 
that followed this act of rashness it is not necessary 
to tell. The engagement between Velma and Gales 
was broken. Gales was arrested, tried, convicted 
and sentenced. The trial was held in the Criminal 
Court of Cook County, Ill., under Judge William H, 
Barnum. The prisoner’s counsel was Madison R. 
Harris, who now has offices at 97 Clark street, Chi- 
cago. The trial openéd Feb. 3, 1882, and Gales was 
sentenced to hang on the 24th day of the following 
month. 

Prominent residents of Woodstock took an active 
part in Gales’ case and the late Michael Shaack, who 
at that time was the Chief of Police of Chicago, 
signed his name to a petition for his pardon. Gov. 
Cullom was appealed to, but to all outward know}- 
edge the sentence remained effective. Finding all 
efforts in vain the case was dropped.

After the sister and brother had visited Gales in 
the penitentiary they began to wonder if there wera 
a possible means of rescuing him. The prisoner ad- 
vised them to desist, fearing the authorities might 
yet remember to hang him if he really had not been 
hung. But to the relatives it appeared that some 
strange error had been made and by this John Gales 
might obtain his freedom, They consulted the court 
records and found no commitment or stay of exeeu- 
tion. 

They consulted a lawyer and he advised that Gales 
could not be legally imprisoned when not sentenéed 
to imprisonment and that his release could be se- 
cured by virtue of the error.

In ordin- 
ary cases dry massage—that is, with 
the hand alone—is sufficient, but when- 
ever the skin shows a tendency to scal- 
iness or harshness a litle pure olive 
oil should be rugped into the skin before 
beginning the massage treatment.
